LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of Silsby Free Public Library and 
Citizens of the Town of Acworth:— 


Since the last report about 100 books from the libra- 
ry of Solon Nourse Wilson of Akron, Ohio, have been 
sent to us in memory of his father, Andrew Wilson, who 
was born on Derry Hill, not far from the home of Mr.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


August 31st, 1921, closed the first year of the schools 
under the new laws providing for the equalization of op- 
portunity for school children in New Hampshire. Ac- © 
worth received the sum of $1,589 15, distributed as fol- 
lows:—High school tuition rebate, $42 00; amount fur- 
nished by the state board from equalization account, 
miso LD. | 

During the year repairs were made on certain of the 
school houses, but the school year 1920-21 will require 
the completion of the building and remodeling program. 
It is planned by the school board to equip at least one 
school each year with modern equipment and supplies. 
The Acworth Centre school is to be made a model schoo!- 
room and South Acworth has already met the standards 
for light, heat and sanitary conditions. — 

The river bank at South Acworth presents serious 
dangers to children who might enter the school and were 
not acquainted with the locality. A rail fence should be 
placed to warn and prevent children from playing too 
near the bank or from carelessly running beyond the lim- 
its of safety. 

During the year a constant watch was kept over the 
attendance of the children and by the kindness and co- 
operation of parents and truant officer prosecutions were 
avoided. It was the more regrettable therefore that the 
fall of the present school year found one home unwilling 
to give its children the full benefits of the new law, anda 
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prosecution resulted. The sentence was the customary 
fine of ten dollars for the first offense, in addition to the 
costs. The fine was applied to the use of the school dis- 
Lrict, 

One hundred and seventy visits were made by the su- 
perintendent of schools, and the school board members 
made eighteen. 


Because of the cost of transportation it has seemed ° 
unwise to consolidate any schools this year past. During 
the period from September to March one new school has 
opened for at least the winter term of school. The cost 
of opening a school for the convenience of a small neigh- 
borhood is rapidly approximating the impossible for ru- 
ral communities, but the school board does not plan any 
consolidation of any permanent schools now located in 
the district. With a reasonable winter, a walk of a mile 
or more is not a severe hardship on weil clothed and weil 
fed children. 


Attendance has slowly improved in regularity and is 
still improving. It is worth noting that under the pres- 
ent regulations non-membership may not be placed in the 
register to account for non-attendance, as was formerly 
the practise. [lIness or removal from town or mental or 
physical inability are the only excuses, and with the ex- 
ception of removal from town, require definite excuses in 
writing presented to the local board and approval by the 
state department of education. 


Medical inspection revealed many defects in the 
children and it is to be regretted that more parents did not 
avail themselves of the knowledge to care for the welfare 
of the children at once by proper attention to their needs. 
It is expected that a greater number of children will this 
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year receive the medical, dental or surgical care which is 
their need. 

The schools are slowly being equipped with a sup- 
ply of textbooks adequate for their work, and less has 
been borrowed from surrounding towns this current 
year. Every feasible method has been used to combine 
economy with efficiency. 

The special reports that are of interest to all are 
appended to this report.
